if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that mariliuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same in^Mvidual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug, He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough m oney to support liis habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

Main center of interest currently at the Stanford 
rboratory is a highly sophisticated mechanical arm that 
an distinguish on its own the specific sizes and weighty 
f various objects. It is built much like the human arm, 
dth considerable mobility and a sense of touch in its 
land. 

The arm has in computer terms been programmed to 
erform mechanical assembly functions, a capability that 
as “Infinite” applications in industry, according to the 
lI laboratory’s executive director, Lester Earnest. 

There is something a bit scary about all this robotics 
esearch, especially in view of the program’s primary goal 
f infusing “common sense reasoning abilities into the 
omputer” and its long range one of “being able to make 
omputers do useful work that involves seeing the out- 
ide world and manipulating it.” 

AI officials acknoweldge the need for effective con- 
rols over the extent of computer intelligence, but describe 
he overall goal of their research as the Improvement 
if the quality of life, not just the creation of exotic labor 
aving devices. Let’s hope that’s how it all turns out.
